ASSISTANT  SECRETARY  OF  AGRICULTURE 

Mr,  George  L,  Mehren,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in  an  address 
at  the  annual  conference  of  Federal  Milk  Market  Administrators  of  the  USDA 
at  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  stated  in  part: 

"For  one  thing,  local  problems  in  the  milk  industry  must  bp  looked 
at  in  terms  of  the  broad  perspective  of  a regional  and  perhaps  a national 
market.  With  technological  and  marketing  advances  bringing  constantly  greater 
movement  of  milk  between  Federal  order  markets,  unreasonable  restrictions 
cannoi/r  be  established.  This  was  never  the  intent  of  the  program.  Its  major 
intent  was  to  insure  production  of  adequate  milk  in  the  winter  time  and 
sensible  management  of  the  consequent  summer  surpluses.  Yet,  there  is  no  doubt 
that  it  becomes  increasingly  necessary  to  think  in  terms  of  one  milk  market 
rather  than  in  terms  of  eighty- three  separate  entities,"
